Exhaust for Suction-Boxes. 











Another application of means for increasing 
the efficiency of the suction-box is shown in the 
drawing. The device is styled ‘‘an improve- 
ment in a method of and apparatus for exhaust- 
ing the air and extracting the water from the 
suction-boxes of paper machines,” and it may 
be designated as Manning’s device. Its chief 
purpose is to permit of the use of the water 
withdrawn through the box over and over 
again, and thereby to effect a saving of chemi- 
cals and other ingredients which have hereto- 
fore gone to waste. This result is said to be 
effected by the combinations t» be described 
under. 

Intheaccompanying drawings, A, A’, and A? 
are the vacuum-boxes or suction-boxes of a 
machine employing three of these, the first two 
of these boxes being located before the dandy- 
roll (shown at N) and connected by a pipe, B, 
running at an angle of about 15°, to the dis- 
charge-pipe C of the third or last box, A*. The 
inclined pipe B is provided with valves D D, 
for regulating the amount of water to be taken 
out of the sheet of pulp or fibre before it 
passes under the dandy. The object of the con- 
necting-pipe C, through which suction-box A? 
discharges, with the first two boxes in this man- 
ner is to prevent the use of fresh water in 
“priming” the pipe C, inasmuch asthe water 
from the boxes A and A’ will act as a primer 
for the box A*. The lower end of the pipe C ex- 
tends down to the floor, where it is connected by 
an elbow, C’, to a horizontal pipe, E, leading to 
and connecting with the inlet of the 
from the opening or outlet in the upper of 
which extends the discharge-pipe I, which is 
connected or coupled at its upper end to a pipe, 
J, passing transversely across the machine to 
the back part of the same, where it discharges 
into the water-box or reservoir K, which is pro- 
vided with an overflow-pipe, L. From the 
water-box K the water may be fed into the fan- 
pump box M through the valve K’. 

The pump consists of a spherical casing or 
globe, F, made of metal or other suitable ma- 
terial, having an inlet at its lower end anda 
discharge-opening at its upper end, which is 
suitably connected with or coupled to the dis- 
charge-pipe I. This globe is provided witha 
transverse steam-pipe, which by preference is 
made tapering, and provided at its outer or re- 
duced end with the blow-off cock H. At its 
large end the steam-pipe is connected to an- 
other pipe, G, through which steam is fed from 
the boiler, the flow of steam being regulated by 
means of the valve G’. The transverse steam- 
pipe inside of the globe is provided with a coni- 
cal or tapering nozzle pointing upwardly. In- 
serted over this nozzle is a movable or adjusta- 
ble graduating-nozzle, which is in the shape of a 
double funnel contracted at its middle part. 
This adjustable nozzle is provided with a 
screw-threaded collar fitting into a threaded 
seat, in which it may be fixed in its ad- 
justed position by means of a threaded jam- 
collar. By unscrewing the latter it will be seen 
that the adjustable nozzle, with its collar, may 
be screwed up or down in its seat, so as to ad- 
just its position relative to the fixed nozzle, and 
after it has been properly adjusted it may be 
fixed in its position by tightening down the jam- 
collar, 

The discharge-pipe I is preferably attached to 
the pump by means of a jam-collar, which bears 
against the lower flanged end of the discharge- 
pipe, a packing-ring being inserted between the 
flange of the discharge-pipe and its seat. Other 
means, may, however, be provided for coupling 
the inlet-pipe and discharge-pipe to the spherical 
chamber of the pump, if desired. 

The operation of the apparatus is as follows: 
To start the suction the valve is opened and 
the adjustable nozzle is adjusted, in the man- 
ner described, to suit the amount of the vac- 
uum required according to the pressure of 
steam. The position of this adjustable nozzle 
may also be graduated to regulate the amount 
of water to be passed through it in a given 
period—that is to say, if a greater fluw of water 
is demanded the nozzle is adjusted so as to 
increase the distance between its enlarged blow- 
er end and the top of the fixed nozzle, while, 
if a strong jet of steam but less water is re- 
quired, it is adjusted in the opposite direction, 
so as to decrease the distance between it and 
the fixed nozzle. The water of condensation 
which accumulates in the steam-pipe should 
be blown off, when required, through the blow- 
off cock, to prevent discoloration of the paper 
if it should become mixed with the suc- 
tion-water. Tle water is drawn from the suc- 
tion-boxes into the pump, charged with a soapy 
slime, but this slime will not adhere to the pipes, 
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which have become partially heated, and as it 
enters the chamber inside of the globe with the 
suction- water, and is blown up through the con- 
tracted middle part of the adjustable nozzle, it 
is thoroughly dissolved and mixed with the 
water at the point where the contracted nozzle 
again expands, so that it has been found by 
actual experiment, it is alleged, that the water 
discharged into the water-box is absolutely free 
from slime, and forms a clear and thin liquid, 
adapted to be used over again without occasion- 
ing the least discoloration to the paper, or other- 
wise acting injuriously upon the pulp. 

It will be seen that only one pump is used for 
all of the boxes, thus preventing the undue 
heating of the pipes, which results from the use 


of a pump or ejector for each separate box.

Paper from Imperfections. 





An improved method of making paper from im- 
perfections consists in showering a hot alkaline 
solution upon a loose moving mass or stream of 
the imperfections. By this method the surfaces 
of the imperfections become well and quickly 
wetted with the solution. If a dry mass of im- 
perfections is immersed in a vat of the solution, 
many scraps of paper will unite and cling to 
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each other like the leaves of a book, and the so- 
lution can only reach the united surfaces by the 
slow process of absorption, requiring much time 
and also requiring solution enough to soak the 
entire body of the paper, when, in fact, only 
the surface may need cleansing. The same ef- 
fects result from flooding a dry mass of the im- 
perfections with the solution. 

In executing this improvement the blow-pipe 
of the cooking-tub is arranged to discharge a 
shower of the cleansing solution upon the im- 
perfections as they enter the tub in a loose 
stream. This wets the surfaces of the imper- 
fections in a superior and expeditious manner, 
after which the cooking may be proceeded with 


as usual, or otherwise.

$30,000. The paper is independent in politics 
and very liberal in the discussion of political af- 
fairs. It is the organ of the Italians in the 
United States and is ably managed and edited. 
it is sold at three cents. 

- LAS NOVEDADES. 

The Spanish journal known as Las Novedades 
is now in its eighth year, having been estab- 
lished in 1875. Considering the important for- 
eign element it represents, it deserves more than 
a passing notice. The founder of Las Nove- 
dades, on the death of José Ferrér de Conto, 
purchased from the latter’s widow the good will 
and type of the ZI! Cronista, then the Spanish 
government organ in this city, The proprietor 
and founder of the Las Novedades, José G. Gar- 
cia, retained the title of this journal, as he very 
properly felt that it would be impossible for 
him to adopt the name of Hil Cronista, because, 
through hostility to the Cubans during the Cu- 
ban insurrection, that journal had become un- 
popular among Spanish-Americans, and because 
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he desired to maintain a strictly neutral stand- 
point in Spanish and Spanish-American politics. 
This he has done greatly to his credit. 

Las Novedades is the daily Spanish paper, not 
only of New York but of the United States, and 


is most ably edited by Juan L. Tribas, a Cuban | 


by birth, who was educated at Madrid, Spain, 
where he received a fine college education and 
obtained the degree of Licenciado. Since 1867 
there has been a large Cuban-Spanish element 
in New York, refugees with their families, to- 
gether with large numbers of Spanish-Ameri- 
can merchants, clerks, &c., so that at the pres- 
ent time the Spanish-American element in this 
city is, next to the German element, the most 
important element, sociaily and financially, in 
the metropolis, being larger than the French, 
and though not as large as the Italian, is of far 
greater importance, the latter being mostly 
composed of the laboring classes. It will be

Cloth Finish on Paper. 


A cloth finish is given to paper by applying to 
or laying upon opposite surfaces of the paper 
pieces of cloth, in subsequently subjecting the 





cloth and paper to pressure between smooth 
rollers or other smooth surfaces, and in finally 
removing the cloth from the paper. 

The paper or the cloth may, if desirable, be 
moistened to facilitate the impress of the sur- 
face of the cloth into the paper ; but this will 
not be necessary. 

The impress of the surface of the cloth into 
the paper may be done, in the manner de- 
scribed, either before calendering or after cal- 
endering the paper, or even during the process 
of calendering. 

A name or designating-mark or ornament 
may be produced in the paper by delineating it 
upon the cloth by stitching, or in any other 
manner which will give it the necessary pro- 
jection, and then subjecting the paper to press- 
ure while in contact with the cloth as ex- 
plained. 

The use of cloth and plain surface rollers, in- 
stead of rollers having their surfaces etched or 
engraved in imitation of cloth, is advantageous, 
because it obviates the expense of etching or 
engraving the rollers, and enables surfaces re- 
sembling different textures of cloth to be very 
readily produced, to say nothing of the facility 
with which the lines of the cloth may be made 
to extend in different directions across the paper.

Cast-Iron Boiler Fronts. 


Cast-iron boiler fronts, says a correspondent 
of the Locomotive, as used upon externally-fired 
flush-front boilers, are generally unattractive in 
appearance, ill-fitting and destitute of all orna- 
mentation. We can understand why this should 
have been so twenty years ago, when the darkest 
and dirtiest hole abcut an establishment, and 
which could not be used for any other purpose, 
was generally selected as the fittest place to put 
the boiler; but of late years there has been a 
change for the better, boilers being placed in 
well-lighted vaults in our cities, or in boiler- 
houses provided with a sufficient number of 
windows to afford ample light in other places 
where ground space is not so valuable, a change 
our boiler-makers have failed to properly recog- 
nize by designing an attractive boiler front 
which would be a credit to themselves and in 
keeping with the boiler’s improved surroundings. 
Cast-iron work can be so easily and cheaply or- 
namented that there is no excuse for the ordi- 
nary flat-faced fronts which disfigure nine- 
tenths of vur boiler-rooms. Steam users would 


~ benefited could a huge bonfire be made 
of the old-style patterns for boiler fronts, 
| 80 we might start afresh with fronts of 
| tasteful design, and adapted to the pur- 
| poses of their use. The old front has long 
blocked the way of several modern reforms in 
boiler setting, chief among which is that of al- 
lowing a distance of from 20 to 30 inches be- 
tween boiler bottom and grate, while that of the 
old construction rarely exceeded 14 inches, for 
which castings might be had at many of our 
boiler shops and iron foundries, while for the 
modern design, with a few notable exceptions, 
there was neither patterns nor castings. 


Boiler fronts are often kept very dirty and 
untidy in appearance, much more so than need 
be. In cleaning fires and dampening ashes, it is 
unavoidable that some dust shall be blown 
about and against the boiler fronts, but the 
quantity may be considerably lessened by ex- 
ercising ordinary care. I have found it a 
good plan to have a pile of wet ashes from 
a previous cleaning, which, when covered 
lightly over those just drawn, keeps down 
much of the usual cloud of dust which arises 
and envelops everything in the engine and 
boiler room, where hot clinkers and ashes 
are dampened with a hose. A pile of wet 


ashes is also a very handy thing to cover upa 
fire with in any sudden emergency; and is 
much safer, effective and more comfortable to 
use than an attempt to haul fires at such times. 
Lampblack and oil are commonly used to paint 
boiler fronts, which are kept presentable after- 
ward by frequent rubbing down with a piece of 
oily waste or rag. Asphaltum varnish is recom- 
mended for the same purpose, and has the ad- 
vantage in appearance of giving a glossy coat 
or finish, instead of the usual dead, lustreless

RECTIFICATION OF INVALID CLAIMS, 


When a specification includes a claim which is 
narrower than the invention, the patentee, as 
we have seen, loses in a measure the protection 
of the patent, or, in other words, the patent does 
not cover all to which he would have been en- 
titled had the claim been commensurate with 
the actual invention. On the other hand, if the 
the claim is broader than the actual invention, 
then the patent will be invalid, that is to say, it 
will be invalid if this defect runs through all 
of the claims, assuming the patent to have more 
than one. While, suppose a patent to have only 
a single claim, if this is broader than the actual 
invention, the entire patent will be void, just as 
if the patent has several claims and each one is 
broader than the actual invention, the patent 
will be wholly void. If, however, one or more 
of these claims, considered by itself, covers no 
more than the actual invention, in such case that 
claim will be good, although the others are in- 
valid. The idea may be put in other language, 
thus : The patent will be good for any claim that 
clear and explicit and does not cover more than is 
the patentee is entitled to, but at the same time 
it will not be good as concerns other claims 
which are broader than the true invention. In 
such case an action brought upon the patent, so 
far as concerns damages and accounting for 
profits, will stand, so far as the infringement 
may relate to the validity of the claim, but the 
fact that aportion of the patent is invalid will 
in some cases bar a complainant in costs. 

Itis, therefore, frequently an important ques- 
tion as to how and to what extent the defective 
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claim may be remedied. This opens the question 
of reissues. This is so intricate and important that 
it must receive distinct attention in a separate 
article, although it may be properly considered 
in brief in this immediate connection. It 
was formerly held that a reissue could be made 
to cover a claim broader than that originally 
made, but, as we shall see, this doctrine has been 
exploded, and to extend the scope of a claim to 
cover more than the original patent will, with 
certain exceptions, destroy the validity of the 
reissue. It is different, however, when the claim 
remains substantially the same, or is more or 
less restricted as compared with that of the orig- 
inal. There are many cases, therefore, where a 
patent, liable to be declared void in whole or in 
part because of claims broader than justified by 
the actual invention, may be brought into legal 
form by reissue. This would be the case where 
a claim too broad was joined in a patent with a 
claim narrower than the actual invention ; for 
in such case the broader claim could be nar- 
rowed somewhat without bringing it to the spe- 
cific limitations of the narrower claim. In those 
cases where the narrower claim, conjoined with 
a too broad claim, is substantially coextensive 
with the invention, another remedy is available, 
namely, that of disclaimer. 

The doctrine of disclaimers, as applied to 
patents, has been to a certain extent misunder- 
stood. Our judicial decisions are uniformly 
clear as to the extent and manner in which this 
remedy should be applied. Thus, a disclaimer 
can in any case be so used as, in fact, to give a 





out specific claims, leaving the others intact. 

It is true that the same result may be secured 
in substantially the same manner by a reissue, 
in which the objectionable matter may be sim- 
ply eliminated; but, under the specific condi- 
tions just mentioned, there will be this differ- 
ence between the two remedies, that, whereas 
the reissue would estop the collection of ac- 
crued demands for damages or profits, the dis- 
claimer does not affect such demands. There- 
fore, a patent amended by disclaimer may be 
good as against infringements of some of its 
claims when a patent corrected by reissue 
would not. 

There frequently arise eases in whieh the de- 
scription or the drawings are more or less defec- 
tive, while the claim, if supported by a proper 
specification, including the drawings, would fully 
cover the invention. It hardly appears that the 
recent adjudications which hold reissues to be 
invalid when the claim is broadened would 
reach those cases where the claim is rendered 
capable of broader construction through an 
amended specification more clearly setting forth 
the invention. This descriptive portion of the 
specification may be amended so as to more com- 
pletely set forth whatever is shown in the origi- 
nal application, including the original specifica- 
tion, drawing and model. Such correction falls 
within the scope of a reissue, and cannot be 
reached by a disclaimer. As concerns the draw- 
ings in a reissue, they may be corrected to in- 
clude anything that is shown in the original 
model. To what extent a drawing could be 
corrected to show anything which is set forth in 
the specification, but not shown in the original 
model, is somewhat of an open question, but it 
is probable that it would be permitted to the ex- 
tent of showing anything which the description 
in the specification, taken by itself, would make 
clear to a skilled mechanic in the art to which 
the invention related. But in such case the ne- 
cessity of an amended drawing is hardly evi- 
dent, unless it be to satisfy an apparently purely 
technical objection, viz., that the law requires 
the invention to be represented by drawings 
whenever such is possible. This distinction, 
however, would be thin and would hardly find 
recognition in a serious argument against the 
validity of a patent.

The feeling among the dealers here is that of 
hopeful expectancy. Everybody looks forward 
to a good fall trade and is preparing for it. 
Some changes have been made lately in the ap- 
pearance of the leading houses here, but they 
have been merely in order to pack goods closer. 

The J. W. Butler Company has its wares 
piled so close as to barely leave room to move 
about on the floor, while the walls are filled to 
the ceiling, and galleries are hung wherever 
there is room for them, and the buyer hears 
such vague terms as ‘‘ send over to the ware- 
house,” making him wonder what amount of 
stock they docarry, anyhow. Mr. Butler and 
Mr. Tyler say that business is very fair for the 
time of year and they anticipate a steady and 
remunerative business for the fall. 

The new paper house across the way, the 
Chicago Paper Company, is gaining ground 
steadily. When I dropped in there the other 
day, shelving was being put up for a full line of 
Whiting’s colored writings. It will be the only 
house here that handles these goods. 

N. W. Taylor has just issued announcements 
to the trade that he will make specialties of 
book, news and covers. In the latter he intends 
to have all of the novelties as fast as they are 
issued. Manufacturers of cover papers will 
please make a note of this. He will also carry 
a full line of the Agawam flats, a paper which 
has not been sold in Chicago for nine or ten 
years (why, I don’t know), and E. & 8. May’s 
plate papers. 

Theo. Megargee, of Megargee Brothers, Phil- 
adelphia, was in town recently as the guest of 
William Gilbert, the stock dealer and mill-own- 
er. The paper men smile when they see him 
and tell one another that he is going to marry a 
daughter of Mr. Gilbert. It is to come off in 
October, so they say. 

In speaking of paper stock, Mr. Gilbert told 
me that a customer of his had just bought 
twenty tons of old wrapping paper, declaring 
that it was cheaper to use it than straw at four 
dollars per ton, owing to the high price of 
bleach, &c. 

The general feeling of stock dealers here is 
better than it has been for sometime. Trade is 
looking up and the prospects are decidedly 
better. No special sales of any consequence 
are noted, but many small ones. 

There is a law among the police regulations 
of the city which classes the junk dealers with 
pawnbrokers and others of a class troublesome 
to the police, and requiring each to pay a license 
yearly, besides keeping books open to the 
police, &c. The police are trying to include 
rag dealers among the junkmen and to compel 
them to take out licensés. To this the paper-stock 
men object, and there will probably be some 
arrests to test whether a rag dealer is a junk- 
man, which in police parlance means “‘ receiver 
of stolen goods.” 

R. P. Dart, secretary of the Consolidated 
Paper Company, is very much dissatisfied with 
the action—or inaction—of the Eastern paper 
manufacturers at Albany, N. Y., as reported in 
THe JOURNAL recently. He says that all of 
them recognized the necessity of doing some- 
thing, but each one wanted some other fellow to 
do it. In other words, they all wanted to pick 
up the apples, but none were willing to shake 
thetree. He offered to keep Western paper out 
of the Eastern markets if they would not send 
Eastern paper West, but could obtain from them 
nothing but evasions. Now, more paper goes 
East than comes West, and he is going to sell 
his surplus in their markets until they are forced 
to see the necessity of taking such action as will 
keep the production commensurate with the de- 
mand. Mr. Dart is an energetic man, with a 
good knowledge of his business, and he means 
all that he says. Stand from under. 

J. B. Smith, of Bradner Smith & Co., says 
that the business of the firm is extending rapid- 
ly, especially in book papers. He is modestly 
inclined to attribute this to the fact that more 
paper is used now than formerly, but he adds, 
that they have always taken special pains to 
keep their stock exactly uniform, which is an 
important item to printers and publishers who 
do book-work, and I think that this may ac- 
count for the fact that where they formerly sold 
a customer ten reams they now sell him fifty. 

Collections have been very slow, but they are 
now much easier to make, and one may say that 
‘Chicago feels the reviving winds of trade.

Two answers may 
be given: first, that production outruns 
the present capacity to consume ; and sec- 
ondly, that many are in such a situation 
|as to necessitate selling, in order to get 
money to pay their debts. So far as recent 
failures will relieve the market of persons 
who were obliged to sell, trade will doubt- 
less be benefited, because those who are in- 
dependent will then be able to control prices 
in a larger degree than of late they have 
been able to do.

houses, who made prices and kept them 
ruinously low, will have the effect of put- 
ting trade more completely in the control 
of stronger hands who will render it re- 
munerative to all concerned.” We have 
quoted thus fully because we want our 
readers to take note of opinions that 
are entirely coincident with our own 
and which we have given to our reagers 
from time to time, urging the impor- 
tance of recognizing them and of trying 
to adopt means for safety and defense. The 
system of cheap credits and the dating of 
bills ahead is one of the first things which 
the business community ought to get rid of. 
And the thrusting of goods upon a burdened 
market is another thing which paper makers 
must avoid or they will find themselves 
helping to clear up the commercial horizon 
in the bursting of the storm-cloud which 
they have helped to gather. It is certainly 
a bad condition of trade when buyers have 
full swing, and if warning and remon- 
strance those who reject 
them must accept the consequences. It 
must not be understood, however, that we 
are alarmists. Nothing of the kind. There 
is no overwhelming force as yet indicated ; 
but as a bit of the most ordinary prudence, 
we believe in keeping on guard.

PAPER-STOCK IMPORTS. 

The total imports of rags and paper 
stock at the port of New York during the 
month ended August 31, as reported, were 
14,476 bales, a decrease from the corre- 
sponding month of last year of 639 bales, 
and a decrease, compared with August 
1881, of 4,726 bales.

Water-Marks. 


By Danpy. 


Great fires result from very small beginnings. 
| Isn’t this the entire incident of life? Who would 
have thought at the outset that a brief remark 
at a dinner table would lead to such discussion 
and study of ancient history as have been dis- 
closed in THE JOURNAL anent the suction-box. 


But it has been a good thing, and I, for one, am 


not sorry for it. 

Last week one of your correspondents pro- 
claimed himself as the inventor of a suction-box 
with a revolving cover. The “revolver,” as 
many of the trade call it, is not new in principle. 
It has been already shown that it was tried in 
England and discarded. Perhaps ‘‘C” has got 
nearest to developing it and making it perfect. 
There was a revolving box patented in this 
country not long ago. What has become of it ? 
A “roll” suction-box was described in THE 
JOURNAL on June 3, 1882. These are efforts all 
in the same direction. 

Meantime, we await the latest and best form 
of box, which is to do so much and to make such 
important changes on the machine. 

The cylinder machine at one time had a suc- 
tion-box. When this machine was first made it 
‘revolved over and in contact with ” the pulp. 
The submersion of the face was therefore very 
slight. 


When the suction-box was put into the cylin- 
der, it was made square and turned downward, 
sucking the water up, the discharge being ef- 
fected from what was then the upper but is now 
the under side of the box. So I understand it. 
Is this disputed ? 

Leaving this subject, | want to call attention 
to an item culled from the columns of an Eng- 
lish journal which is devoted to the interests of 
paper-making. Readit carefully. It is as fol- 
lows: 


‘“*A sheet of hand-made paper, made in the 
year 1399 B. c., is preserved in the Asiatic Mu- 
seum, St. Petersburg. It is a bank-note, printed 
in blue ink, on paper made from the bark of the 
mulberry tree. ” 


Well! This beats all of our research. A 
paper bank-note, printed 3,282 years ago, in 
blue ink. I really can’t take it all in. 


Shade of Gutenberg ! 


It has been alleged that the Chinese were the 
discoverers of the art of making paper from 
fibrous material reduced to pulp, and that this 
art was first practised by them about the begin- 
ning of the Christian era. The fact that paper— 
as paper—was made 1400 years prior thereto 
knocks all generally accepted historical data 
into a vocked hat and leaves us again afloat 
on a sea of surmise. 

Perhaps it is too much to ask, but can’t 
**O. H.” rack his recollections to tell us how this 
paper was made, and on what kind of a ma- 
chine? I really don’t expect that he can go 
back to the creation, but perhaps he can hit it 
off by bringing to mind something about the 
days of Methuselah. 


Another point in the item above quoted is the 
** bank-note” feature. What was the bank of 
issue? Wasit a private banking concern, or a 
national bank of the days in which it was begot- 
ten? The blueink is an extravagance to be ac- 
counted for. Really, the more I think of it, the 
more I am disconcerted. If paper makers of 
to-day are not able to make a sheet that will 
survive the wear and tear of 3,282 years, they 
ought to be ashamed of themselves.

A Revolving Suction-Box. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

This will let ‘‘C.” know that on June 16, 1882, 
there was.recorded in the Patent Office a patent 
for a revolving suction-box, and I have a model 
for the same, and will be able to have it in 
working order soon. I claim to make the paper 
dry enough to go on to the dryers without wet 
felts, the water-mark being clear and without 
any bruise or blur, and as good as that made by 
hand, because it is partly dried before it is 
pressed. 

There will be a saving of stuff, as there will 
be no coucher and wet felts to take it up and to 
be washed down the race. It will save at least 
100 pounds on every ton, and will do all that 
*C.” claims for his revolving box ; and there 
will be no use for running at 410 feet per minute, 
as three machines can be put up for one of the 
old machines, and one machine-tender can do 
the work. 

I will give a drawing of my revolving suc-

I should judge that the complete suction-box 
now in use as a great factor toward the increased 
production of paper, was the result of years of 
improvement upon the original ones used.

Looking at a machine running 200 feet per 
minute, and seeing that this speed was attribut- 
able to the fact that a large proportion of the 
water was extracted from the web by this sim- 
ple attachment, I was surprised that no paper 
maker, of the many that I asked, could tell me 
who was the inventor. 

While I little thought that a widely extended 
correspondence of quite historical interest would 
result from my inquiry, I am not surprised that 
an invention of so little cost increasing the 
products of a machine nearly fourfold, should 
be so generally acknowledged by those inter- 
ested in the production of paper.

Still Uncertain. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

‘*Dandy ” charges me with dodging. So be it. 
Possibly your readers may think that the dodg- 
ing is done by that other party. I suspect that 
“Dandy” has got Munsell on the brain. Well, 
we will let him have it all his own way, and 
take Munsell as authority. 

Mr. Canson, in 1826, applied to the Fourdrinier 
the principle of the Englishman, Dickinson, of 
rarefying the air below tha surface of the web 
by means of suction-pumps. 

When “Dandy” can give an extract from 
any work on paper-making which states that 
Mr. Canson used a suction-box, he can let us 
know it. 

On the other hand, we have a communication 
from an English correspondent who has been 
overhauling the patent office reports and who 
finds that Mr. Brown, of Esk Mills, Scotland, 
took out a patent for a suction-box in 1836. 
This he supplements by stating that as de- 
scribed, it is exactly the suction-box as at work 
to-day. We all know now what that patent 
amounted to, and have also had the testi- 
mony of George Hill, the inventor thereof, as 
to how Mr. Brown became possessed of the 
same. Lastly, we have the authority of 
‘*Dandy’s authority, which states, under the 
date of 1836, that James Brown, of Esk Mills, 
Scotland, adopted a new contrivance for rarefy- 
ing the air under the web by using a rectangu- 
lar bow across and under the web. This is the 
first record so far as to any mention of any box 
for that purpose—that is, excluding abortive 
revolvers. 

I have been waiting patiently for the reply of 
the patentee of the driving train, as to whether 
he had a description of Wrigley’s driving train 
(verbally or otherwise) furnished to him before 
securing a United States patent.

Fires. 





Edward Groesbeck’s printing office, on the 
second floor of the building No. 93 Maiden lane, 
New York, was damaged by fire on Monday 
night tothe amount of $2,000. 


H. F. Watson’s paper mill, at Fairview, ten 
miles west of Erie, Penn., was burned to the 
ground on Thursday, August 30, with all of the 
stock and machinery, nota dollar’s worth being 
saved. The property destroyed is part of an 
enterprise worth $200,000, and $30,000 had been 
expended upon it this year, making the loss 
twice that sum. Insurance, $15,000. The origin 
of the fire was spontaneous combustion in a 
pile of baled rags. 

A fire from an unknown cause broke out on 
the first floor of the rag and paper warehouse 
of Henry Dreman & Co., No. 232 Walnut street, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, on Monday last. With re- 
markable swiftness the flames ran up through the 
five stories of the double front warehouse and 
communicated with the Times-Star building ad- 
joining it on the south side. In less than fifteen 
minutes both buildings were a mass of flames. 
Mary Flynn, working on the third floor of the 
rag warehouse, jumped to the ground, breaking 
her leg and sustaining other injuries. Gus Hu- 
ber, also employed on the third floor, managed 
to get down the stairway, but fell unconscious 
on the first floor. His head and face were 
burned almost to a crisp and he cannot recover. 
Mary Meinges and Stella Meirs were cut off 
from the stairway on the second floor, but 
jumped to the pavement safely. They said that 
another girl was on the same floor and was 
afraid to jump. Five employes of the rag 
warehouse—Mrs. O’Donneil, Rosa Liddie, Mary 
Burke, Annie Lynch and Nellie Kelly are said to 
have been caught in the flames and have not 
been heard from. Henry Harretch, a spectator, 
was crushed against a wall by a hook-and-lad- 
der wagon and fatally injured. The rag ware- 
house was completely ruined. The loss on the 
building is estimated at $35,000 ; on stock, $30,- 
000 ; partly insured. The building was owned 
by the heirs of Robert Crawford. The three 
upper stories of the Times-Star building, in- 
cluding the composing room, were entirely de- 
stroyed. The loss to the company is $10,000. 
The building was owned by G. B. Hollister, 
whose loss is $10,000. The losses are fully covered 
by insurance,

Another is in the coal 
business and the others are business men scat- 
tered through the country. Mr. Richardson had 
a stroke of paralysis about a year agoand an- 
other about two weeks since, which ended his 
life. —Republican.

THE PAPER TRADE.—The general condition 
of business among our city paper dealers varies 
but little from that noted a week ago, and if at 
all changed is on the sideof a little improvement, 
but principally in the line of wrapping papers. 
Although dealers naturally expected a more ac- 
tive development of trade at about this time, 
they find some encouragement in the fact, that 
while depression rules in many lines of general 
business, notably the dry goods trade, in which 
large quantities of goods have been forced upon 
the market and sold much below cost, nothing 
approaching this state of things is to be seen in 
the paper market. The production, it is true, 
is somewhat ahead of the demand on some 
grades of paper, yet there are no very con- 
siderable stocks crowding the market, and 
although the profit is small, paper is going into 
consumption at a profit. Complaint of a lack of 
water is becoming quite general throughout the 
East, and this is a providential interposition. 
Two large Manilla manufacturers have given 
notice of an advance of about ic. this week 
making No. 1 light weight 8c., medium 7c. and 
heavy weight 7c. Dealers in Straw Boards 
seem to be conducting business on the go-as-you- 
please principle of selling, getting what they can 
for their goods. We make an important reduc- 
tion in our prices current for these in this issue. 


JUTE BUTTS.—We have a very quiet mar- 
ket, but holders are firm, and we quote paper 
quality at 2c., witha discount of 1}¢ per cent. 
or 60 days’ time. The sales during the past week 
did not exceed 1,000 bales. The auction sales of 
butts damaged by fire and water on the Colonel 
Adams came to a close to-day. We understand 
that the Perseverance cargo, which was dam- 
aged at the same fire, will be sold next week. 
This mass of damaged stuff once disposed of, we 
look for a more active trade in sound stock. 
The bagging mnoills are closing and the price of 
Bagging Butts is to a great extent nominal. We 
quote at 23¢ to 2%, with small sales at 2c. 
The Calcutta market is in the hands of specula- 
tors, who have run prices up to 13 rupees, mak 
ing the cost of import 25-16 to 2 3-8c, Thespecu 
lators must finally unload in the United States, 
and with our present supply, if buyers are not 
too eager, they will get next year’s supply at 
fair prices, but cannot expect to buy at present 
ruling rates. The Sleidrecht camein yesterday 
from Chittagong with 7,597 bales, all of which 
were sold prior to arrival. Cabot, Bowles & Co. 
say in their last monthly circular: ‘The high 
cost of Butts in Calcutta, together with the ad- 
vance of Jute in India and in Europe, has given 
confidence to holders, and our market is quite 
firm at 2c., less 1 per cent. for paper quality on 
spot, And 23¢ to 2% for such grades of Bagging 
Butts as are in Stock. We understand the prin- 
cipal packers of Bagging Butts have withdrawn 
all they have afloat fom market. We look 
for a moderate advance as these statements are 
verified.” The import of Jute Butts into the 
United States from January 1, 1883, to Sep- 
tember 1, 1883, were 422,455 bales; do. do.

WOOD FIBRE.—Manufacturers of this arti- 
cle begin to feel the lack of demand as well as 
those making ground wood pulp, although not 
to as great an extent. The demand does not 
keep up with the increased production, and in- 
dications favor little lower prices before the 
close of the year. Very little interest was 
taken in the meeting of the fibre manufacturers 
held in this city on Tuesday last, only five of 
the manufacturers being present. Bleached 
fibre continues nominally quoted at 4}¢c. for 
the best makes and Unbleached at 35 @3)<c. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
Trade in foreign stock still moves slowly, and 
the volume of busiuess continues disappointing. 





the East, supplied themselves pretty liberally 
during the latter part of July and the first part 
of August, and now that many of them are 
hindered from running by the drought, they are 
talking still lower prices, but outside of this sec- 
tion there is from various parts of the country, 
particularly the West, a moderate amount of 
inquiry for preferred grades at fair prices, 
everything considered.
